A LTHOUGH IT IS the opinion of General William 

Westmoreland, US. commander in Vietnam, that | 
‘‘the enemy can no longer succeed on the battlefield," i 
there must still remain grave doubts that military i 
action will bring the Hanoi government to a confer¬ 
ence designed to ensure peace in this long-troubled 
land. 

General Westmoreland apparently means, by his 
appreciation of the situation as conveyed to President 
L. B. Johnson, that the North Vietnamese and the Viet 
Cong, the militant revolutionary arm in South Viet¬ 
nam, are unable to mount a sufficiently powerful of¬ 
fensive for any decisive action. That is to say, they 
laven’t the equipment to inflict on the Americans 
Ini their allies the devastating defeat they engineered 
■>r the French at Dien Bien Phu 12 years ago. 

. Even so, and accepting the possibility of success 
Of the allies in their sweeps in the Mekong Delta 
■>uth of Saigon and in the so-called Iron Triangle to 
the north of that capital, and the clearing of the bulk 
df the enemy from these areas, there is no good reason 
to believe that an end is in sight. 

The useful opinion of Mr. Harrison Salisbury of 
flte New York Times Is that crushing military reverses 
toould do no more than scatter the North Vietnamese 
£sistance to the jungles, and would mean a protracted 
guerrilla campaign. 

It would seem, then, that Washington must look 
■bewhere than the battlefield for a satisfactory peace 
formula. The Saigon allies, unless they are prepared 
to accept the prospect of inconclusive warfare for 
dears to come, must hunt for the most generous terms 

{ settlement. If the ground strength of their enemies 
dispersed into the jungles and the hills, and a de- 
ilitarized zone can be re-established, it may be pos- 
feble to halt the bombing of North Vietnam. From 
toere the steps towards a realistic settlement should 
4e simplified. 

But most observers will be inclined to agree with 
pr. Salisbury. There won’t be any surrender. 

Time to Retire 

•pHE SEAFARER’S life today entails fewer dis-

Rusk-MacNamara policy.

In fact, on such issued as 
whether the President ought 
to order a long bombing pare 
to see what would happen, 
there is a* much difference 
among the Republicans as 
there is between the GOP 
leadership and the White 
House. 

In fact the President was 
telling friends last fall that if 
the Communists thought the 
voters would force him to run 
out of Vietnam, they were 
crazy, because the election of 
more Republicans would give 
him even stronger congres¬ 
sional support tor his Vietnam 
policies.

That W why Ambassodar 
Llewstiyn Thompson sailed for 
Moscow with a clear wder- 
standing that Johnson's great 
dream ia to be the president 
who arranged "peace” with 
the Soviet Union.

That is why Thompson left 
with a raft of-instructions as 
to what Johnson is willing to 
do to get a nuclear non¬ 
proliferation treaty, l m p 1 e- 
mentation of a comuflr 
agreement, more travel and 
trade between the U.S. and 
Russia — or to improve foe 
atmosphere to the point that 
neither country feels it it 
must pour billions of dollars 
into deploying anti-missile and 
anti-anti-missile system. 

★ ★ ★ 

Vietnam has been a double 
barrier to improving relation* 
with Russia and Eastern 
Europe. At one point the 
Communists argued doggedly 
that the U.S. couldp’t "kill foe 
people of one socialist country 
while maintaining normal re¬ 
lations with another." But, 
remarkably, the Russians 
becked away from this posi¬ 
tion to the extent of signing a 
commercial airline agreement 
and making public noises 
about a possible non-prolifera¬ 
tion treaty.

Meanwhile, the U.S. Con¬ 
gress offer* another barrier in 
the form of its members who 
insist that the United States 
cannot trade with the Com¬ 
munist countries of Europe 
when they are providing guns 


and bullets with which Ameri¬ 
cans are killed in Vietnam. 

It la a remarkable display 
of sanity, then, that the 
Vietnam war haa no*, In overt 
and frightening ways, become 
just what Ford called it: A 
confrontation between foa 
U.S. and tha Soviet Union.

One irony ia that foa Soviet 

Union could adopt a more 

flexible policy because Red 
China's isolation became such 
that Russia no longer had to 
worry about leadership of the 
Communist bloc; yet, China's 
internal trouble# could be juat 
1 the thing that will return 
Russia and the U.S. to a 

position of snarling at each 
other. 

★ ★ ★ 

If civil war, or something 
close to it, should engulf 
China, Chiang Kai-shek and 
his colleagues on Taiwan, the 
leaders of Thailand and a lot 
at other people, including 
many Americans, will say 
that this is foe time to move 
to rid the mainland of the 
curse of communism. 

* ★ * 

And, the Soviets will enter¬ 
tain some large fears if foe 
turmoil in China goes beyond 
the ouster at Mao Tse-tung, 
which the Russians have 
called for, and threatens the 
very survival of communism. 

Russia’s Interests In China 
are a lot more vital than 
those In Souto Vietnam. So It 
Is upheaval in China that 
might provide foe real con¬ 
frontation of which Rep. Ford 
■peaks.

Moat folks pride themselves on being 
completely rational in their thinking, 
without any trace o t superstition in 
their makeup. They sneer at simple folk 
who cross their fingers, rap on wood, 
avoid black cats and carry a rabbit s 
foot; to them, Friday the 13th la just 
another day. 

I have noticed, though, many of 
those so-called rational people won't 
light three on a match and wffi find 
some excuse to avoid walking under a 
ladder. I am told many hotels do not 
have a room or floor numbered 13, and 
any bank teller will tell you S3 bills ara 
unpopular. 

We have many superstitions con¬ 
nected with plants and gardening, with 
probably the moot oocnmcn — the belief 
that good luck follows the finding of a 
four-leafed clover. I have an Idea, 
h ow ev er, that the four-lefcfed clover has 
lost Ha virtue. Bor it is no longer rare. 

* * * 

Good luck is a relative thing, and If 
everybody had ft, it wouldn't be good 
any more — it would become the norm. 
Any amulet or charm must be rare and 
hard to come by to be effective, and the 
four-leafed clover no longer fits into this 
category, for a U.S. plant b reeder has 
developed a four-leafed strain that 
cornea true from aeed, and anyone 
nowadays can grow himielf a whole 
field of four-leafed clover plants. 

An unusual superstition surrounds 
aglaonema, a popular houaeplant com¬ 
monly known as the Chinese evergreen. 
Ordinarily It la grown in water, thriving 


under low light conditions, and like the 
philodendron it is valued chiefly far its 
fresh green foliage. 

Like any other foliage plant, the 
Chinese evergreen is capable of pro¬ 
ducing flowers, but these are rare and 
it is quite a common thing far a plant 
to go 15 years or more without ever 
producing anything more than its 
attractive leaves. 

♦ * * 

When one of these rare blooms does 
appear, It brings either exceptionally 
good luck or terrible disaster to die 
family, and there to no way of knowing 
whether good nr 01 fortune will be 
yours. You can tip the scsles in your 
fsvor, far the plant can be influenced to 
bring good rather than bad luck by 
tying a bit of red string or a red ribbon 
around the stem immediately below the 
fate-dealing blossom 

The common cowslip was ones 
valuad in Europe far a rather peculiar 
reason — mountaineers believed that 
the roots, eaten before an alpine 
expedition, would protect them against 
falls. The herbalist, John Gerard, 
writing in the year 1595, puts It this 
way: ’ 

“Those that climb or hunt In the 
Alpa and high mountain do highly 
esteeme die cowslip by reason that it 
pre v ent e d! the kwee of their best joynts 
(I meant their neckea) if they partake 
of the roots before ascending the 
ptaks.” 

Gerard, who had a thriving medical 
practice in London, had a good word to 
say far the cucumber too: 


“A long gourd or cucumber, being 
layed in the cradle of a yong infant 
whitest it is asleep and sicke of an 
ague, it shall be very quickly be made 
well agayne.” 

* * * 

I have written before regarding the 
wealth of superstitions surrounding the 
common parsley, and for the benefit of 
my “careful" friends I think 1 had 
better repeat some of the more 
important do's and don’ts of parsley 
culture 

• Sow nine times as many seeds 
as you expect to come up, far the devil 
k very fond of parsley seed and takes 
eight out of every nine sown. If you 
want - to economize an seed, sow on 
Good Friday, as Old Nick U inoperative 
on that day. 

• Make your parsley rows up and 
down the length of the garden. 
Crosswise rows bring bad luck. 

• Parsley plants transplanted 
from one garden to another carry 
incredibly bad fortune to the recipient. 
This Is an aasy way to put a hex on an 
unnpopular eighbor. 

• A married woman who makes a 
successful sowing at parsley seeds will 
wear the pants in die family thereafter. 
If Old Nick likes her well enough to 
allow her seeds to come up,, he^ will 
beck her to die limit in any family 
squabbles. 

• An unmarried girl who succeeds 
with a sowing of parsley will never And 
a husband. 


Beware Antibiotics 


A physician writes In to ask 
why I am “so sour on 
wWdIbs,” when It k per¬ 
fectly dear tint antibiotic* 
have saved many tores end 
prevented even marry men 
seoandaiy infections. 

That may ba clear, but 
what k not clear yet Is the 
lasig-tenn debilitating effect 
that antibiotics may have on 
the human organ!am. I take 
antibiotics whssi I have a bed 
earn of flu, so I am far from 
a nut on the astiject; hut I am 
equally far from looking upon 
them aa medicine's a ns w e r to 


respiratory tracts; these tiny 
bacteria are always within US, 
and they p erf o r m useful func¬ 
tions at warding off some 
invaders from the outside. 


But these “friendly 1 ’ micro¬ 
organisms are easily capable 
at treason, of tuning on us 
«n d becoming psSbogenic 
under stress. Changes at 
environment, or living habits, 
or diet — or medication — 
may tom these bodily protec¬ 
tors into dangerous, and 
sometimes fatal, agents of 
Infection. There k no clear 
few between "food" and 
“bad” bacteria. 

My own feeling, based on 
considerable clinical reading 
in the Held, k that we still 


don’t know enough about the 
behavior of these micro-organ¬ 
isms under differing condi¬ 
tions to permit us to use 
antibiotics on a regular and 
routine bask. 

It k interesting to note that 
the root of the word "anti¬ 
biotic” means “against life.” 
Antibiotics are useless against 
virtue s , which ara an inter¬ 
mediate farm of substance 


but they are effective against 
bacteria, which are living 
things. 

A ♦ * 

And these living things play 
an Important role In the 
Intestine and the stomach; 
Indeed, much of the food we 
eat to produced by the activity

at bacteria, and the billions nf 
bacteria present in our own 
bodies help manufacture 
vitamins and other factors 
essential to our health.

A fascinating example nf 
the Importance of bacteria is 
the fact that breast-fed in¬ 
fants' intestines contain 
almost exclusively a certain 
kind of bacteria quite differ¬ 
ent from the more common 
kind when the infants' diet 
(consists of cow’s milk. 

This is why breast-fed In¬ 
fante dnr greater resdstmnes 
to some farms of disease than 
bottle-fed bebies. But who can 
say what mothers' milk will 
be like after a whole genera¬ 
tion of girls has been raised
